THE DIFFICULTY OF 
PROVING AMNESIA 


You're on a subway in an unfamiliar city, 
and you don’t know how you got there or 
where you're going. Not only are you un- 
able to remember where you were an hour 
ago, or last week; you don’t even know 
your name and address. What do you do? 
Probably panic, then seek help — as Dou- 
glas Bruce did when this happened to him 
in July 2003. Your next step? I don’t know 
about you, but I might go with Bruce 
there, too: make a movie about it. Unknown 
White Male (which opens on March 24 at the 
Kendall Square Cinema), directed by Ru- 
pert Murray, Bruce’s long-time friend, is 
the documentary of how Bruce coped with 
his memory loss 

Memory and its vicissitudes have of- 
fered rich material for films. We need go 
no further back than to such recent hits as 
Memento and Eternal Sunshine of the Spotless 
Mind. Those with longer recall could add to 
the list Alfred Hitchcock’s Spellbound and 
Edward Dmytryk’s Mirage, in each of which 
Gregory Peck plays a man who loses his 
memory and thinks he may have been in- 
volved in a crime. 

Peck’s trademark as an actor was his 
self-evident honesty. If he told you he had 
amnesia, you believed him. For Douglas 
Bruce, getting film audiences to buy his sto- 
ry has proved more of a problem. Since the 
film’s premiere at Sundance in 2005, the 
suspicion that Bruce’s amnesia is a hoax has 
made the rounds. GQ reported that Eternal 
Sunshine director Michel Gondry, after meet 
ing Bruce, “didn’t believe” his story. Two 
aspects of Bruce’s story that have raised eye- 
brows are the rarity of his case — a complete

blackout over the three decades of his life 
before his amnesia — and the failure of doc- 
tors to find clear evidence of any precipitat- 
ing trauma. (Not to mention the fact that 
some people are feeling burned by the re- 
cent James Frey/).T. LeRoy revelations.) 
How does filmmaker Rupert Murray an- 
swer those who doubt his friend’s amnesia 
(from which Bruce has still not recovered)? 
“I feel sorry for them that they question the 
credibility of the film, instead of being in- 
spired by the deep philosophical questions 
the film raises about self, identity, and the 
past. I could have filled the film with end- 
less testimony from all of his doctors, but I 


didn’t. The idea that it was a hoax never 
came up. It’s something that they would 
have mentioned.” 

Another reason why Unknown White 
Male might make bullshit detectors 
quiver is that Bruce, who is rich, glib 
tongued, and good-looking, appears to 
have experienced — to judge from the 
film — neither great difficulty in forging 
a fulfilling new life nor many regrets 
about abandoning his old one. Murray 
admits, “We can’t escape the fact that he, 
and I, are very fortunate to come from a 
privileged background. But what! think 
was most important about how he coped 
with his amnesia is not so much that he 
had money, but that he had no depend 
ents. He was a student. That gave him 
enormous freedom in choosing what ele 
ments of his former life to retain, and 
what to discard.” 

And as for Murray’s own luck in hav 
ing so rich a story dropped in his lap, 
along with full access to its real-life pro 
tagonist? “If someone had said to me, 
“Let’s make a film about amnesia,’ 1 would 
have thought it was a bit cheap, a bit 
tabloid. This film allowed me to take a 
subject that’s popular in the media and 
investigate it a little more fully in terms of 
the philosophical implications of it. Had! 
not been Douglas's friend, I would not 
have gotten to make this film, but I would 
have taken a more objective distance to 
the story. As it was, I was a friend of his, 
and I never for a second doubted that this 
had happened.”

Pro-lifers don’t want you getting any 


First, they want to take away your right to 
choose. (That's obvious.) Then, they want 
to take away your right to contraception — 
as we've seen here in Massachusetts, 
where reproductive-rights advocates had 
to fight for access to emergency contracep- 
tion. But the last straw, says author 
Cristina Page, is that the anti-choice 
movement wants to take away sex. 

“The number-one goal is to completely 
change the way in which Americans live 
and enjoy their lives — in particular, their 
sex lives,” says Page, author of How the Pro- 
Choice Movement Saved America: Freedom, Politics 
and the War on Sex (Basic Books, 2006). 

Take pharmacists who refuse to fill 


contraceptive prescriptions. Page, who 
serves as vice-president of the Institute 
for Reproductive Health Access of NARAL 
Pro-Choice New York, believes they are 
punishing women for having what they 
consider “inappropriate, simply-for- 
pleasure sex.” 

In her book, Page outlines the pro-life 
movement's broad and multifaceted as- 
sault on contraception — one that puzzles 
her, given the fact that increased contra 
ceptive access and use would reduce the 
abortion rate 

She admits that the pro-life move 
ment does a better job than its pro-choice 
counterpart at dominating repro-rights 


rhetoric, “creating a cultural debate that’s 
based on slogans and placards.” The pub- 
lic thinks it’s mostly about abortion, but 
in reality, “they are engaged in a war on 
contraception,” Page says. “I think the 
agenda has broadened and changed, and 
it’s much more sinister than people real- 
ized. America should wake up. The de 
bate is no longer about abortion: it’s 
about our sex lives.”

We did not cancel the web piece. The writer bowed out of the 
assignment. This sort of thing happens all the time. When we 
found out that the writer did not want to do the piece, we offered 
to excerpt a portion of the book on our website. Then we even 
offered to have someone else interview Karen Finley. Verso never 
responded to these offers. 

Now we're finding out Verso sent out a press release in an at 
tempt to hype the book by creating a phony controversy. As Verso 
should have known, the statements of a freelance web writer do 
not reflect the views of the magazine. No one on the staff of the 
Nation is afraid of sex. In fact, we quite enjoy it as frequently as 
possible. If Verso ever responds to our offer, we will be happy to post 
something about George & Martha 

So what have we learned?

skates, and exoskeleton-like knee, elbow, 
and wrist pads. Some wear short-short-short 
shorts, while others have donned miniskirts 
with granny underpants. Evilicious changes 


from her Diesel jeans and cat-eye specs into 
a red pleated cheerleader skirt and goggles 
Sarah Doom throws on a lab-coat dress — a 
costume left over from her days with the 
Rhode Island Riveters, the Ocean State’s 
traveling team, for which she and Clobber 
used to play.

a pacesetting “pivot” player, roller-derby 
teams form tight packs of blockers who slide 
around the track like gliding-girl blobs. 
Meanwhile, an offensive “jammer” tries to 
pass through that pack while the defensive 
blockers attempt to clog her passage.

OUR HEALIHIS

CAN THE YOUNG PUPS AND THE WORKING SCREWED BE SAVED BY 
HEALTH-CARE-REFORM SPECIAL INTERESTS?

DEPENDING ON WHICH NUMBERS YOU BELIEVE, SOMEWHERE BETWEEN 
500,000 AND 750,000 MASSACHUSETTS RESIDENTS HAVE NO HEALTH 
INSURANCE. SOME — CALL THEM THE YOUNG PUPS (THIS WRITER WAS 


once among them) — are in their 20s, gener- 
ally healthy, and scraping by on part-time 
and contract jobs at which they don’t qualify 
for benefits. Others — call them the Working 
Screwed — toil for employers such as Wal 
Mart or Stop and Shop that don’t offer them a 
company health plan. Members of both 
groups are often unable or unwilling to pay 
the high premiums for individual coverage. 

Neither group is well represented on Bea- 
con Hill. What happens to them — to you, if 
you fall into either group — is being decided 
by well-connected folks with very real finan- 
cial interests of their own. The final result — 
a comprehensive bill reforming the state’s 
health-care system — could be released by 
the time you read this, and it could become 
law soon after. 

So who are these people who hold your 
fate in their hands? Health insurers, for one. 
They want to force the Young Pups to buy in- 
surance. Why? Because that group pays far 
more in premiums than they take out in 
health-care costs, But many large compa- 
nies have a different agenda. So do hospitals 
and other health-care providers. In fact, al- 
most every interest group in the state has 
some stake in how this shakes out. 

In fact, more than five dozen organiza- 
tions, ranging from the First Church of 
Christ Scientist to the New England Conve- 
nience Stores Association, lobbied on the bill 
last year. 

“This is the World Series for lobbying,” 
says John McDonough, executive director of 
Health Care for All, which lobbies for univer- 
sal health care. 

Instead of two teams, however, a multi- 

tude of competing interests are in play, and 
that has helped stall the legislation — 
which legislative leaders promised to 
complete by last November, then by 
the new year, and then by more 
deadlines that have come and gone. 
In a nutshell, the House version 
of the bill would cover almost 
everybody in the state, and it 
would pay for the bill by taxing 
companies that 
don’t fully 
cover their own 
is employees. The 
Senate wants a 
more modest 
plan, without 
any tax on 
business. 

The logjam 
appears finally 
to be broken — 
not by consen- 
sus, and not by 
legislative 


initiative, but by a core group of power lob- 
byists. At the start of this month, they 
came up with a compromise: instead of a 
tax, businesses would pay an assessment, 
or levy, of $295 per uninsured employee. 
That money would fund incentives and 
financial assistance so that most of the 
uninsured could afford insurance 

The question is, do those core supporters 
have enough clout to get it passed, or will oth- 
ers block it once they see the final version? 

The answers lie in the rosters of lobby 
groups and PACs that spent more than §5 
million on the legislation last year, and con- 
tinue to spend. So, who are they, and what 
are their real interests? We’ve put them into 
five groups, in order of their power. 


1) THE CORE GROUP 
PARTNERS HEALTHCARE; BLUE CROSS BLUE 
SHIELD OF MASSACHUSETTS (BCBSMA) 
GREATER BOSTON CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 
MASSACHUSETTS TAXPAYERS FOUNDATION 
MASSACHUSETTS BUSINESS ROUNDTABLE 
ASSOCIATED INDUSTRIES OF MASSACHUSETTS 
2005 LOBBYING AND PAC EXPENSES: 
$1,483,414 

On March 1, Partners chairman Jack 
Conners convened a meeting of these six 
groups in the John Hancock tower. His in- 
tent, as reflected in the March 12 Clobe’s 
front-page coverage, was to make these 
players the only ones that matter in the de- 
bate. Early signals point to success: the 
compromise plan they banged out became 
the tentative agreement announced on 
March 3 by the House and Senate leader- 
ship. But subsequent delays in producing a 
final bill suggest that the group may not 
have a lock on power on Beacon Hill. 

Conners, former chairman of advertis- 
ing firm Hill Holliday, is about as connect 
ed as anybody in the state, but he’s not the 
only one with pull in this group. Partners 
chief operating officer Thomas Glynn has 
held a variety of important local govern- 
mental and industry jobs. Partners CEO 
James Mongan recently served as chair of 
the Greater Boston Chamber of Commerce. 
John Sasso, lobbying for them, was chief of 
staff to governor Michael Dukakis. BCBS- 
MA executive VP Peter Meade is extremely 
well connected through former city and 
state posts and leadership of the pro-busi- 
ness New England Council, and not least 
as vice-chair of Catholic Charities. William 
Van Faasen, BCBSMA chair, is Tom Reilly’s 
top gubernatorial-campaign policy adviser. 
Paul Guzzi, Chamber president, is a former 
secretary of state and state representative, 
and he serves on boards at BCBSMA, Part- 
ners HealthCare, Boston Foundation, and 
others; the Chamber’s board of directors is 


chock full of influential business leaders. 
MTF’s president Michael Widmer worked 
in the Sargent and Dukakis administra 
tions. Alan MacDonald, the Roundtable’s 
executive director, has been lobbying Bea 
con Hill for years. He is also a director of 
the Massachusetts Development Corpora- 
tion and a trustee of the Massachusetts 
Hospital Association. 

Both BCBSMA and Partners want in 
creases in coverage: any way you slice it 
more people covered means more busi 
ness for BCBSMA, the largest health-in 
surance provider in the state, and more 
money for Partners, the largest health 
care provider. 

The business representatives in the core 
group — the Chamber, Taxpayers Founda 
tion, Roundtable, and AIM — are internal 
ly conflicted. Most businesses provide 
health-insurance plans to their employees, 
and are getting screwed by those compa 
nies that don’t: those uninsured employ 
ees use a lot of health care they can’t pay 
for, and those costs get picked up by a spe 
cial uncompensated-care fund, paid for by 
the insurance and health-care providers 
and ultimately passed along as higher pre- 
miums for companies that do contribute to 
health-insurance plans. 

Both types of companies belong to these 
associations. One likes the status quo; one 
doesn’t. The associations’ solution has 
been to oppose mandatory employee insur- 
ance coverage, calling it a“slippery slope” 
principle that would eventually lead to ex- 
cessive mandates on all companies. 


2) LABOR AND THE LEFT 
COMMITTEE FOR HEALTH CARE FOR MASSACHU 
SETTS; SEIU UNITED HEALTHCARE WORKERS 
EAST, LOCAL 1199; HEALTH CARE FOR ALL; 
GREATER BOSTON INTERFAITH ORGANIZATION 
2005 LOBBYING AND PAC EXPENSES: 
$702,051 

Led by John McDonough, the SEIU, and 
GBIO leaders, this group pulled off a bril 
liant gambit early in the process. It suc 
cessfully secured an initiative for this No 
vember’s ballot, which would require actu 
al universal health-care coverage for all cit 
izens of Massachusetts. 

It would almost certainly pass, if it 
comes to a vote. Universal coverage, 
shunned by business interests, is the most 
popular approach by far among the public. 

The threat of that initiative, everyone 
agrees, has put tremendous pressure on 
everyone who doesn’t want universal health 
care to get a law passed that will convince 
the initiative’s sponsors — gathered under 
the banner Affordable Care Today (ACT 
Coalition — to drop it. 

McDonough and others have not yet 
given their blessing to the new Core Group 
plan. If they don’t, expect a big, ugly fight

POUNDED IN THE POLLS 

The equation is pretty simple. “If bad 
things happen in Iraq, public support for 
this war drops, and public support for 
Bush’s handling of the war drops,” says 
CBS News director of surveys Kathy 
Frankovic. 

That was the message in a CBS News 
poll released on February 27 that found 
only 30 percent of the respondents ap- 
proved of Bush’s handling of Iraq —a 
nadir for the president on this issue. Only 
41 percent — a number that matched the 
previous low in October of last year — 
thought the US attack on Iraq was the 
right thing to do. And a mere 29 percent 
said the results of the war were worth the 
cost, both in terms of human life and 
other measures. 

An ABC News/Washington Post poll re 
leased in early March found that 80 per- 
cent of the respondents thought a civil 
war in Iraq was likely; that two-thirds 
believed the president did not have a 
clear strategy for the conflict — the high- 
est number of doubters since the ques- 
tion was asked; and that only 40 percent 
approved of Bush’s handling of the war — 
a number that was as high as 55 percent 
in early 2004. 

In the CNN/USA Today/Gallup poll re- 
leased this month, only 35 percent ap- 
proved of the president’s handling of the 
war — his second-lowest rating on this is 
sue. It is worth noting that the 55 percent 
who said that sending troops to Iraq was a 
mistake reflected a level of disapproval 
never reached in the 1991 Gulf War, the 
Balkans conflict, or the Korean War. (And 
it was not until the summer of 1968 — 
four years after the Culf of Tonkin Resolu 
tion that marked a major US escalation — 
that more than half of the respondents 
felt that Vietnam had been a mistake.) 

A new Gallup survey — announced this 
week just as news broke that more than 80 
bodies had been found in Baghdad during 
a 30-hour span — yielded more bad news 
for Bush. Not only had his job-approval 
rating plummeted to a new low of 36 per- 
cent, but ominously, a majority of the 
American public — 51 percent — now be- 
lieves the White House deliberately misled 
the country about Iraq’s WMD. 

Aside from general pessimism and con- 
fusion, Gallup’s Newport stresses another 
major finding in his research. The Iraq 
conflict is “highly partisan, more so than 
any war we’ve tracked,” he says. “This is 
Bush’s war.” 


BLAMING THE MEDIA

For their part, liberals have leveled 
charges of excessive jingoism and of a 
glaring failure to scrutinize the adminis- 
tration’s stated WMD rationale for going 


to war. Those allegations were in part vali- 


dated by some high-profile media mea 
culpas that included admissions from the 
Washington Post and the New York Times that 
they had not properly investigated the ad- 
ministration’s pre-war claims of Iraqi 
WMD. (At the Times, a leading culprit was 
Judith Miller, who wrote numerous sto- 
ries hyping Saddam's alleged unconven- 
tional weaponry.) 

A series of documentaries that circulat- 
ed during the heated 2004 election season 
— Michael Moore’s Fahrenheit 9/1, Jehane 
Noujaim’s Control Room, Danny Schechter’s 
WMD: Weapons of Mass Deception, and Robert 
Greenwald’s Uncovered: The War on Iraq — also 
fingered American journalists for blatant 
wartime cheerleading and culpability in 
misleading the public about the threat 
posed by Saddam Hussein. 

From the other side of the aisle, the 
conservative administration and its sup- 
porters have consistently fingered the 
news media for ignoring political and mili 
tary progress in Iraq and focusing on the 
chaos, sometimes raising the specter of 
anti-Americanism. 

Just one day before the gruesome 
March 8 stranglings and kidnappings, 
Secretary of Defense Donald Rumsfeld 
reprised an old complaint by criticizing 
journalists for reports that “exaggerated 
the situation.” 

The advocacy group Progress for Ameri- 
ca generated headlines with its recent 
commercial complaining that “the media 
only reports the bad news” from Iraq and 
strongly linking the conflict there to 
America’s war against Al Qaeda. 

And in a February piece on the National 
Review Web site, Hoover Institution 
senior fellow Victor Davis Hanson waxed 
optimistic about a visit to Iraq, declaring 
that “the terrorists have an invaluable 
ally in the global media, whose ‘if it 
bleeds, it leads’ brand of journalism 
always favors the severed head in the 
street over the completion of yet another 
Iraqi school.” 


One indisputable fact is that the ram 
pant violence in the country has greatly 
limited reporters’ ability to travel and 
observe.

Tyndall says that since the 2003 combat 
to topple Hussein, “the pr tion of cov 
erage devoted to actual combat, the activi 
ty of the US military in fighting, was just 
under half of all Iraq coverage. The things 
that Rumsfeld complains about has never 
been more than half.” 

But the other major Iraqi story line, he 
adds, has shifted over time from the hunt 
for WMD to the horrors at Abu Ghraib, the 
activities of terrorist chieftain Abu Musab 
al-Zarqawi, the elections and the creation 
of an Iraqi Constitution, and the country’s 
internal violence. 

“The current situation in the last two 
months has absolutely switched to the sec- 
tarian violence,” says Tyndall. The frame is 
“does this have all the makings of a civil 
war — and of course, that doesn’t make 
the Bush-administration policy look good, 
[but] it proves reporting has been sensitive 
to conditions on the ground.... That’s evi- 
dence that reporters are actually inquisi- 
tive about what’s going on.” 

CBS’s Frankovic agrees with Newport 
that public opinion has been “very much 
reactive to events on the ground,” includ- 
ing the December 2003 capture of Saddam 
Hussein, which triggered a jump in the 
Gallup poll to 61 percent approval of 
Bush’s handling of the war, and the 
spring 2004 Abu Chraib revelations, 
which sent those numbers plummeting 
to the low 4os. 

But Frankovic points out that despite 
bounces and bumps, there has been a 
steady trend downward in the public’s ap 
proval of the handling of the war. Still, 
she believes the “V-word is not there yet,’ 
referring to the intense public backlash 
that formed against the war in Vietnam 
— sentiment that grew after CBS anchor 
Walter Cronkite’s famous Tet Offensive 
commentary of February 27, 1968, when 
he solemnly declared that “we are mired 
in stalemate.” 

There is no Walter Cronkite in today’s 
fragmented media universe to command 
the attention and respect of the entire na 
tion. But as the parade of media images 
hammers home an unavoidable reality — 
on Monday, the New York Times’ front page 
was ablaze with images of the wreckage of 
six car bombs that created about 250 casu 
alties — George Bush’s war looks increas 
ingly “mired in stalemate,” if not worse. 

John Mueller, a professor of political 
science at Ohio State University, says the 
“president has certainly been hyping the 
positive things.” But he says people look 
at war as a “rough cost-benefit analysis.” 

“Sometimes, the value changes, but 
after that, the main thing is the cost 
clearly goes up,” Mueller says. “And you 
get more and more people saying, ‘it’s too 
rich for my blood.’” ©

As he was winning World War Il, 
Churchill drank steadily from morning to 
bedtime. He would regularly start the day 
with a scotch and soda or two, or sometimes 
a whole bottle of wine. He kept it rolling 
through lunch. Dinner was more of the 
same. One American official described an 
evening with the great man: “A varied and 
noble procession of wines with which I 
could not keep pace — Champagne, port, 
brandy, Cointreau: Winston drank a good 
deal of all, and ended with two glasses of 
whiskey and soda.” 


KINGSLEY AMIS 


The author of Lucky Jim and The Old Devils was 
also the author of On Drink, How's Your Glass, 
and Everyday Drinking. He “wrote about booze 
to salvage something from all the hours he 
devoted to it,” his son Martin later wrote in 
his own memoir, Experience. Those days and 
nights were spent fiddling with “the heated 
wine giass, the chilled cream poured over 
the back of a spoon, the mint leaves and the 
cucumber juice, the strips of orange peel, the 
rims of salt, the squeezers and the strainers.” 
Alas, the prolificacy and quality of Amis’s 
writing diminished as the intake increased 
and the drunken stumbles got worse. 


TALLULAH BANKHEAD 


According to Christine Sismondo’s bibulous 
bible, Mondo Cocktail: A Shaken and Stirred 
History, Bankhead drank two bottles of Old 
Granddad a day.

Of course, that 
sheer amount of distilled spirits is excessive 
for anyone, especially a 5’3” woman.

Indeed, the prolix Mississippian was a 
great consumer of distilled spirits, especially 
brown liquor. But, as Sismondo points out 
in Mondo Cocktail, he wasn’t completely 
without discipline. Despite what some read- 
ers might think when attempting to pene- 
trate his dense and abstruse stream-of- 
consciousness passages, Faulkner didn’t 
drink while he wrote. Instead, he would go 
on “long dry, monastic writing spurts, inter- 
spersed by alcoholic benders when he would 
entirely give up his writing habit — cold 
turkey — sometimes for months at a time.”

“A DRINKING SONG” | AKIRA THE DON (2004). A bleary-eyed 
Brit hip-hop romp, complete with soccer-hooligan 
sing-along. Best line: “Go home, take a piddle in the 
middle of your abode on the carpet. Next day, feel like 
you carked it, eroded your best brain node, and there's 
take-away on thee.” 
“WHISKEY IN THE JAR” | THIN LIZZY (1973). A real black 
Irishman amps up a trad classic with twin guitars and 
bass to spare. In true Gaelic fashion, the song is some- 
how mournful and celebratory at once. 
“DRINKIN’ WINE SPO-DEE-0-DEE” | JERRY LEE LEWIS (1957). 
A happier drinking song does not exist. From the wobbly- 
legged honky-tonk piano intro to the Killer’s slurred 
shout-outs (“Elderberry! Or Sherry! Blackberry!”). Pass 
that bottle to me. 
“GIN & JUICE” | SNOOP DOGG (1993). Like the man said, if you 


have to ask, you'll never know. The best 
hip-hop drinking song since the Beastie 
Boys’ “Brass Monkey.” 
“TOO DRUNK TO FUCK” | DEAD KENNEDYS (1979) 
Sixteen beers will do that to a man. Bonus 
points for the barftastic denouement 
“EMPTY CANS” | THE STREETS (2004). Sometimes 
beer is the best friend a man has. “If I want to 
sit in and drink super Tenants in the day i 
will. ... Can you rely on anyone in this world? 
No you can’t. It’s not my fault there’s wall-to-wall 
empty cans.” 
“WHITE LIGHTNIN’” | GEORGE JONES (1959). If you’re 
willing to risk getting arrested, blowing yourself up, 
going blind, or dying, then home-distilling is the hob 
by for you. “As my eyes bugged out and my face turned 
blue, lightnin’ started flashin’ and thunder started 
crashin’. Shhhoooh ... white lightnin’!” 
“ESCAPE (THE PINA COLADA SONG)” | RUPERT HOLMES (1979) 
Even badly dressed geeks with poor taste in booze like to 
tie one on once in a while. Apologies in advance for get 
ting this song stuck in your head. 
“WPLj” | THE MOTHERS OF INVENTION (1970). It stands for 
white port and lemon juice, the tipple favored in the ’sos 
by the Four Deuces, the forgotten doo-wop group whose 
song the Mothers cover here. “You take the bottle, you 
take the can, shake it up fine you get a good, good wine.” 
“SIX PACK” | BLACK FLAG (1981). For all its sanctimonious 
pieties, straight-edge punk has been responsible for some 
bruising music, and Greg Ginn’s righteous takedown of 
an apathetic drunk is one of those songs. 
“BRANDY (YOU'RE A FINE GIRL)” | LOOKING GLASS (1972) 
Who doesn’t want a girl like Brandy? Her eyes could steal 
a Sailor from the sea. Her hands carry whiskey- and 
wine-laden trays. That guy who left her 
is achump. 
“WHISKY RIVER” | WILLIE NELSON (19 


whole gol-dang river? Nelson didn’t write it 
but this song is about as synonymous wit! 
the Redheaded Stranger as any. They even 
made a bourbon for him 
“ABSINTHE” | BETH ORTON (2006). While it 
doesn’t seem to be about the potent sem 
hallucinogenic drink per se, Orton’s shim 
mering song perfectly evokes the hazy, fever 
dream qualities — but not the potential 
madness and paralysis — imparted by that 
green liquor from the black market. 
“SO MUCH WINE” | HANDSOME FAMILY (2000). A 
life lesson, delivered to a friend in need. 
“There’s only so much wine you can drink in 
one life. But it will never be enough to save 
you from the bottom of your glass.” 
“COLD GIN” | KISS (1974). The song that named 
a dozen tribute bands. The gin’s cold because 
the heater’s broke. But it’s the second-best 
thing at warming a dude up. 
“WHISKEY BOTTLE” | UNCLE TUPELO (1990) 
At the end of your rope, in a three-hour- 
away town, sometimes amber liquid takes 
on more importance than it deserves 
“Whiskey bottle over Jesus. Not forever, 
just for now.” 
“JOCKEY FULL OF BOURBON” | TOM WAITS 
(1985). Just because Tom shed his sozzled 
barfly persona of the ’7os for that of an 
avant-garde carny in the ’8o0s didn’t mean 
booze stopped being his muse. “Sixteen men on a dead 
man’s chest, and I've been drinking from a broken cup 
Two pairs of pants and a mohair vest, I’m full of bourbon, 
I can’t stand up.” 
“TEQUILA” ; THE CHAMPS (1958). If you can hear this with 
out doing the Pee Wee Herman dance, you’re a better man 
than I. (Or woman, as the case may be.) Recorded in five 
minutes; a classic forever. Eat the worm 
“WANNA DRINK” | TEENGENERATE (1996). Blindingly fast 
punk for the blind drunk. Can you not understand any 
thing he’s saying because he’s shithoused or because he’s 
Japanese? Does it matter? 
“STREAMS OF WHISKEY” | THE POGUES (1984). In theory, of 
course, pretty much any song in the Pogues catalog could 
have made this list. This one has it all: drunken abandon, 
rousing sing-along chorus, a Behan shout-out. Have you 
no Shane? 
“ONE FOR MY BABY (AND ONE MORE FOR THE ROAD)” | 
FRANK SINATRA (1943). Make it a stiff one. But remember: 
drinking and driving is wrong. Frank can only get away 
with it because he’s already dead. 
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F. SCOTT FITZGERALD 

In her book, A Drinking Companion: Alcohol and 
Writers’ Lives, Kelly Boler reports that Fitzger 
ald once tried to cut back on his drinking by 
limiting himself to beer — a glass of it 30 
times a day. She also makes the bold pro 
nouncement that “Francis Scott Fitzgerald 
died young, but not young enough.” In 
stead of flaming out at the top of his garne 
and croaking when he was a golden boy, 
immediately following The Great Gatsby's 
success, he lived on another 15 years, ce 
menting his image as a troubled drunk 
His second act was a tragic waste 


JACKIE GLEASON 


“I'm no alcoholic,” goes his famous quip 
“I’m a drunkard. There’s a difference. A 
drunkard doesn’t like to go to meetings 
The Creat One never stopped at one. And 
that worked for him. No rehearsals need 
ed. Get a few in him, show up, hit his 
spots, and away we go: another bar 
awaits. Who says comedy’s hard? Gleason 
gets bonus points for being fictionalized: 
he was written into the beginning of Don 
DeLillo’s novel Underworld. DeLillo had him 
drinking beer at the 1951 Dodgers-Ciants 
“Shot Heard "Round the World” game 
and puking on Frank Sinatra’s shoes. 


SCREAMIN’ JAY HAWKINS 


This story is too good not to pass along 
Nick Tosches, in a Creem magazine profile 
of the scarifying R&B yeller, put it thusly 
“A year, two years ago, he stayed perpetu 
ally oiled. Black & White Scotch. Preserved 
in alcohol, he used to say. Drunk. Once, in 
the early '60’s, traveling from Jamaica to 
Boston, he wound up in Buffalo after 
boarding the wrong plane at what was 
then, in those days before the donkey’s de 
mise, Idlewild airport in New York. Bleari 


ly thinking himself to be in Bean Town, he 


hopped a taxi and asked to be taken toa 
certain hotel where he had a reservation. 
The hackie told him there was no such ad 
dress, no such hotel. Jay got pissed, 
jumped out of the cab, and found a couple 
of Buffalo’s finest. They told him the same 
thing. It wasn’t until later that evening, 
whilst sobering up in the clink, that he re 
alized he was in the wrong city. Which is 
pretty drunk.” 


SHANE MACGOWAN 


A no-brainer. Probably the most infamous 
of all still-living boozehounds. Alas, this 
great, bloated, slurring lump of a man is 
also an object lesson in the ravages that 
continual inebriation can have on the 
body and mind. He claims to have had his 
first Guinness at age five, and has had a 
drink in his hand more or less continually 
ever since. It has exacted a heavy price. 
Once one of his generation’s greatest 
songwriters, who effortlessly tossed off 
romantic ballads of rough-cut beauty, 
MacGowan’s talents have been dissipated 
by the drink, and he hasn't recorded an 
original album in years. Exalt his songs, 
not his appetites.

Ozzy is back on 
the wagon now (after a few falls off it), but 
the stories from when he was really in his 
cups will live in infamy. In 1980 he was 
self-aware enough to write “Suicide Solu- 
tion” (“now you live inside a bottle, the 
reaper’s traveling at full throttle”), but 
does anyone think he could’ve come up 
with a gem like “Crazy Train” sober? 


OLIVER REED 


I do not live in the world of sobriety,” the 
barrel-chested, potbellied actor famously 
averred.

Arctic Monkeys beat the hype 


NOVELTY NEUROSIS Arctic Monkeys appear to have swallowed the United Kingdom whole. 


eonard Cohen once said that living 
in England was like living inside a 
cabbage, a simile I can improve 
only by adding: an electrified cabbage 
The UK’s enfolded and vegetal 
smallness has in recent decades and for a 
number of reasons become supercharged 
Brits are the most monitored people on 
Earth: there are four million CCTV cam 
eras distributed around the country, and 
the average Londoner gets photographed 
300 times a day. Information throbs and 
wavers over the land in a hallucinatory 
like the aura of a distant airport 
The British press is overheated, excitable, 
always drumming politicians out of office 
7 mounting campaigns to burn down pe 
jophiles’ houses 
Then there’s the music press, afflicted 
since “the heady days of punk rock” (see be 
low) with a metabolic craving for newness, 
a sugar lust for the next hot thing, what the 
writer joe Carducci calls “novelty neurosis.” 
It is often said (by me, at least) that Nirvana 
could never have happened in Britain; 
Cobain and company could never have fes 
tered to maturity in the backwoods, gather 
ing power and identity, learning to play and 
write and so on, because they would have 
been sprayed all over the cover of NME after 
their second rehearsal. 
All this is by way of introducing the 
idea that hype in Britain works differently, 
on hotter and tighter circuits. Compared 


pall, 


to the US, with its sluggish entertainment 
monoliths and regional markets adrift in 
continental vastness, it’s Beatlemania 
every day over there. Which brings us to 
Arctic Monkeys (who come to the Paradise 
March 23). Let’s go straight to the press kit 
helpfully included with my copy of the 
new CD Whatever People Say 1 Am, That’s What 
I'm Not. “For the inhabitants of the British 
Isles,” it begins, in oddly Gibbon-esque 
style, “the second half of 2005 belonged to 
one band and one band only.” Now that’s 
more like it — “one band and one band 
only”! Hurrah! To continue: “A group of 
four friends, barely out of high school in 
their small industrial satellite town in the 
North of England, burst into the national 
consciousness in a way not seen since the 
heady days of punk rock.” Hurrah again! 
Yes, despite the classic indie-runt line- 
age suggested by their name (cf., Close 
Lobsters, Soup Dragons), Arctic Monkeys 
appear to have swallowed the United 
Kingdom whole. Last year their debut sin- 
gle, “I Bet That You Look Good on the 
Dancefloor,” went straight to #1. So did the 
follow-up, “When the Sun Goes Down.” 
This year Whatever PeopleSayIAm . . . sold 
363,735 copies in its week of release, that 
making it the UK’s fastest-selling debut 
album ever. And on top of this comes what 
we in the business refer to as “critical ac- 
claim,” thunderingly good reviews, NME 
placing it #5 (four places above Revolver) in 


its Top Ten British Albums of All Time 
thumbs-ups and high scores all round. 

So how about this Whatever People Say | 
Am. . .? Is it a masterpiece or a my-ass 
terpiece? As my shrink used to say, “I 
think what we're looking for here is a bal- 
ance...” These kids may not quite be the 
fifth-best British band of all time, but nei 
ther are they some freak of small-nation 
hysteria. What they are is most surprisingly 
good. Despite being insolently youthful 
(no one is over 20), and despite having 
“blown up” in the most egregious fashion 
before they’d done a single tour, Arctic 
Monkeys sound as dense and fully con 
ceived as a band with four times their ex 
perience. To begin with, they can play 
always refreshing in an English band. The 
guitars have bite, the rhythm section is 
nice and sinewy, and Alex Turner’s vocal 
delivery exactly summons what I imagine 
to be the young man’s gait: wired but 
loose-limbed, a mesh of carelessly distrib 
uted energies. He has the voice of someone 
shouting at you across a road. The tension 
in the sound comes from the application of 
various standardized post-punk strictures 
— dry drum patterns and brittle, sardonic 
single-note guitar lines — to an explosive 
rowdiness, a gang-like outburst that gen- 
erally arrives with the chords and the cho- 
rus. Imagine Sham 69 working their way 
through the Haircut 100 songbook. 

Turner’s lyrics are superb: bleakly witty,

Deprived of the opportunity to 
live heroically —“Oh there ain’t no love, no 
Montagues or Capulets/Just bangin’ tunes 
and DJ sets. . .” (“Bet That You Look Good 
on the Dancefloor”) — his characters 
crouch vengefully into the minor modes, 
into seen-it-all sarcasm and tingling ag- 
gression. Large amounts of booze can con- 
fer a brief grandeur on the situation, but 
not to the less-than-plastered observer: 
“These two lads squared up proper shout- 
ing/’Bout who was next in the queue/ The 
kind of thing that would seem so silly/ But 
not when they’ve both hada few...” 
(“Red Light Indicates Doors Are Secure”). 

The hit song for me is “Riot Van” — the 
Monkeys’ “Heaven Knows I’m Miserable 
Now,” with cocktail-jazz chords cushion- 
ing the sadness. Bored lads taunt some 
policemen and “the policemen look an- 
noyed/ Perhaps these are ones they should 
avoid...” —the 2am mash-up of silli- 
ness (that childish word “annoyed”) and 
menace is so well caught. The cops are 
clowns, “men with truncheons dressed in 
hats,” but they can hurt you — they’d love 
to. “He got thrown in the riot van/And all 
the coppers kicked him in/ And there was 
no way he could win/Just had to take it on 
the chin.” It’s all in the low-grade fatalism 
of these lines, the dead end of that in/ 
win/chin rhyme. 

In conclusion, then: a meat-eating 
Smiths, a non-addicted Libertines, Oasis 
with Carrie Brownstein on guitar, the 
Kinks on crack . . . See? I’m hyping Arctic 
Monkeys, but how very easily it comes. ©

Billy Bragg gets boxed

Just a second,” says the affable, 
© cockney-accented voice on the other 
end of the phone before a bit of muffled 
background conversation. “Sorry, it’s my 
wife telling me I’m on the TV just now. I 
did an advert for American Express.” 

“Uhhh, really?” 

“No that was a joke. It’s a docu 
mentary on folk music. You know me 
I'm Billy Bragg!” 

Whew — the vociferously leftist punl 
folkie from East London hasn't sold his 
soul to AMEx just yet. Although his tem 
ples have grayed as he nears 50, and he 
less inclined to record and tour than he 
was when he launched his career 23 years 
ago, he’s still the same Billy Bragg who 
wrote solidarity anthems for striking 
British coal miners in the mid 80s, skew 
ered Thatcherism and Reaganism with a 
throaty voice and keen wit, crafted love 
songs with the same passion he brought 
to his political observations, and earned a 
loyal following for spending most of his 
adult life crusading against racism, fas- 
cism, and economic injustice around the 
world with music and missives that often 
veered close to full-fledged socialism 

You can hear all of that in his new box 
set, VolumeI (Yep-Roc). And he’s celebrat 
ing with a brief tour that comes to the 
Somerville Theatre next Thursday, March 
23. The nine-disc collection includes re 
mastered versions of Life’s a Riot with Spy Vs 
Spy (1983, his debut), Brewing Up with Billy 
Bragg (1984), Talking with the Taxman about Po 
etry (1986), and two EPs — 

1988's Live @ Dubious and 1990's 
The Internationale — as well as 
three bonus discs of B-sides, 
demos, alternate takes, and 
other goodies and two DVDs of 
live and documentary footage 
shot in East Berlin, Nicaragua, 
the Soviet Union, and Creat 
Britain. 

Raiding the vaults was a 
relatively simple undertaking 
for Bragg. “That’s ‘cause I sent 
Wiggy in to do it!” he laughs, 
referring to his erstwhile band 
mate/guitar teacher/producer, 
roadie. “Bless him, he did a lot 
of great, great work, found 
loads of old stuff, and sent me 
all these CDs and video to go 
through and pick from. Some 
of it’s kinda like pre-history.” 

Indeed, the 11-track disc 
that accompanies Life’s a Riot — 

a disc that spotlights nascent 
solo material recorded after 
Bragg’s three-year run in the 
Clash-inspired punk outfit Riff 
Raff and his three-month stint 
in the British army — finds 
him operating in the pop mold 


of an Elvis Costello or a Nick Lowe, with a 
gentile voice and subdued acoustic sound as 
opposed to the caustic delivery and aggres- 
sive, percussive electric guitar style that 
would establish his reputation. “After Riff 
Raff | was starting to revert back to that 
singer-songwritery stuff I’d always been a 
fan of. But then what happened was that I 
felt | needed more of a buzz-saw attitude to 
deal with Spandau Ballet and what they 
were doing to my world. I needed some- 
thing that was a bit spikier, so | left that 
singer-songwriter stuff on the shelf.” 

Bonus material from the Brewing Up and 
Taxman periods mirrors Bragg’s gradual for- 
ays into full-band arrangements and the 
soul and roots music of his youth. It stacks 
up favorably against the original albums. 
“| think that when a 19-year-old nowadays 
is looking for music that has some poten- 
cy, some passion, and some tradition, and 
also, it has to be said, some politics, when 
they do find me in the back of the bin in 
the second-hand record store, they seem to 
take me to heart.” 

And though many of the issues Bragg 
has confronted during his career remain 
unresolved, he’s not about to give up. “You 
can’t change the world by singing songs, 
but you can offer people a different per 
spective on things and the idea that things 
can change. That’s the highest thing you 
can aim for.” ©

Chop shop pop 


The Go! Team’s referential rock

Before Clap Your Hands Say Yeah 

and Minneapolis’s Tapes 'n Tapes 
were blogged until they buzzed, there 
was the Go!

Team, I think as long as a song can be 
reduced to a melody that gets in your 
head, you can put chaos all around that 
Indeed, the multinational, co-ed Team's 
amalgam encompasses sassy electro-soul 
windswept country, smeared guitar 
sneers, block-party hip-hop, piano bal 
lads, and brassy double-dutch chants 
But even street cheers need a street team, 
and the Internet provided it early on in 
the form of MP3 posts and kudos from the 


ggerati. Everything from The A-Team to 
i tle and McCormick, from the 
Avalanches to RJD2, has been mentioned 
n relation to the Go! Team. It’s what made 
them such perfect blog fodder. Like con 
tents under pressure, a Go! Team song is 

uilt around buoyant, almost vertigo-in 
jucing loops. It’s a pastiche that can be 
traced back to Afrika Bambaataa. And if a 
group can cram five genres into one, it’s a 
great way to conserve valuable server band- 
width/iPod real estate 

“There has been a surge of what I call 
Fakioheads,’ ” says Dook. “So many 
bands were trying to make something 
that sounds exactly like their favorite 
bands. Why would you want to waste 
space on anothe;x copy? Ian had a reaction 
to the staid formats that weren’t pushing 
forward when he composed Thunder, Light 
1ing, Strike. Now we try to push the live 
side of things, because it not only helps 
mix up all our influences but mixes up 
the idea of sample-based music being a 
solely laptop performance phenomenon 
as well.” 

The result is a band who are on the 
ibsolute cutting edge of cut-and-paste po- 
mo pop with songs full of nostalgic bits 
that bring comfort and farniliarity to the 
mix, from hip-hop to hip samples. Parton 
has created what amount to mash-ups 
efore DJs even get a chance to chop up his 
material 

“Genres don’t belong to people born in 
specific places or sects,” Dook says when 
asked what pasty Brits from Brighton 
know about any Bronx tradition. “It wasn’t 
intentional, but what we do brings people 
from all kinds of musical backgrounds to 
gether, and we find people talk about and 
place our music in with just about every 
genre. That’s a good thing.” ©

Instead, 
Americana becomes just another set of sty 
listic motifs available to the songwriter, as 
well a valuable means of identifying one 
self as an outsider artist. Think of it as the 
Palace syndrome: Will Oldham has made a 
career of playing the role of the untrained 
genius untainted by the urban devil of stu 
dio polish. You can even hear traces of that 
attitude in less obscure, more listener 
friendly and commercially developed prod 
ict like that of the female-fronted LA band 
Rilo Kiley, an indie foursome who've fol 
lowed in the footsteps of one-time label 
mates Death Cab for Cutie, from their 
humble beginnings on the tiny Barsuk to a 
major-label deal with Warners, thanks in 
part to a little help from The OC 
The typical Rilo Kiley song — the kind 
you'd expect to hear in an OC episode 
relies on Blake Sennett’s bright jangle- 
and-hum guitar hooks, a polite but sturdy 
backbeat, and the alluring vocals of the 
clean-voiced Jenny Lewis. Childhood 
demons are exorcized, twentysomething 
insecurities are revealed, and a certain sal- 
vation is offered in the form of an almost 
hypnotic melody that hints at something 
beautiful just over the horizon. An

apparently doomed relationship (“You're 
bad news. . . ”) turns out to be a good 
thing in “Portions for Foxes”; the cynicism 
of “It’s a Hit” resolves on an upbeat note 
when Lewis realizes, somewhat wryly, 
that she’s singing that hit. It’s pure power 
pop with barely a hint of twang until you 
reach the deeper cuts, where you'll find 
Sennett deploying pedal-steel bends, or 
Lewis toying, against a spare acoustic 
backdrop, with what might be a melody 
pinched from an Appalachian ballad 
Sennett, who shares songwriting du 
ties with Lewis arid sings occasionally, 
has along with RK bassist Daniel Brum 
mel spent his spare time exploring rootsi 
er tones in the side project the Elected. 
While Lewis was off recording her Postal 


Service vocals, Sennett convened the Elect- 


ed for 2004's Me First (Sub Pop). This year, 
he and Lewis have again taken time off 
from Rilo Kiley. Sennett has reconvened 
the Elected for a second Sub Pop album, 
Sun, Sun, Sun, and a tour that brings them 


to the Paradise on March 24. Lewis, mean- 


while, takes a major left turn on her de 
facto solo debut, Rabbit Fur Coat (on Conor 


Oberst’s Team Love label). The disc is actu- 


ally credited to Jenny Lewis with the 
Watson Twins, a pair of Kentucky-bred, 
gospel-trained harmonizers named 
Chandra and Leigh; the trio will play the 


Somerville Theatre this Friday, March 17 
The entire project might reek of slum- 
ming it in a double wide if, say, Lewis 
were to adopt a Southern twang. Instead, 
she plays it straight. There are tunes here 

—“You Are What You Love” (“and not 
what loves you back”) — that even with 
the spare, strummy production would be 
at home on a Rilo Kiley album. 

Elsewhere, Rabbit Fur Coat gives Lewis 
the opportunity to explore some of the sub 
tleties of that fresh, clean-scrubbed, Ivory 
soap voice of hers. It’s what gives the occa 
sional f-bomb or “asshole” she drops its 
impact. She doesn’t resort to cheap tricks: 
the closest thing to a novelty is a cover of 
the Traveling Wilburys nugget “Handle 
with Care,” in full 12-string Byrdsy produc- 
tion with Oberst, album producer Matt 
“M..” Ward, and Death Cab frontman Ben 
Gibbard helping out. It’s a veritable indie 
hootenanny, and an opportunity for Lewis 
to wrap that pretty voice of hers around 
“I've been fucked off and I’ve been fooled” 
without its seeming gratuitous. Beyond 
that, Rabbit Fur Coat does exactly what a solo 
project should: it allows Lewis to test some 
new waters without drowning in the deep 
end. When she sings “My Mama never 
warned me about my own destructive ap- 
petite” against a slow, front-porch swing, 
she’s splitting the difference between Rilo 


Kiley and Patsy Cline with deference to- 
ward both, and with a playfulness that’s 
as endearing as it is infectious. 

Sennett steps confidently into familiar 

erritory with the Elected on Sun, Sun, Sun. 
More than anything, this is a showcase 
for his songwriting, which is a big part of 
the Rilo Kiley formula. But when you 
have a singer like Lewis, Sennett’s not 
gonna get much air time. So he settles in- 
to a softer side of country rock full of lush 
harmonies, melancholy lyrics, and or- 
chestral touches. Anyone looking for 
backwoods authenticity here is in the 
wrong place. Instead, we get a Rilo Kiley 
disc with a bit more twang, a few more 
bent notes, and, sadly, no Jenny. When 
Sennett sings a line like “I don’t fucking 
care,” it floats right by, just like the rest 
of the disc. 

Like the Rilo Kiley kids, Neko Case has 
lived something of a double life. Maow 
were the Vancouver cuddilecore band who 
gave her a jumpstart in the mid ’90s and 
got her in with a bunch of Canadian in- 
die-rockers who were willing to back up 
Case the country chanteuse as long as she 
played the female foil in their pop project 
the New Pornographers. Since ’97, she’s 
been doing both, waxing trad on The Vir- 
ginian (Bloodshot), then turning her pop 
charms on for Mass Romantic (Matador). 
But the cryptically titled Fox Confessor Brings 
the Flood (Anti-) is more than just her most 
accomplished country album yet —it’sa 
demand to be taken seriously. 

And perhaps she doth protest too much. 
Her voice is as powerful as Lewis’s, only 
grittier and more seasoned. Her roving 
range, from deep-throated threat to soar- 
ing angel, is equally at home in torchy bal- 
lads and bar-room stompers, though a few 
more of the latter would liven up Fox Confes- 
sor. She even gets Flat Duo Jet wildman 
Dexter Romweber to behave himself on 
“That Teenage Feeling,” a melancholy bal- 
lad that showcases her voice and leaves too 
little room for players like John Converti- 
no. Fox Confessor’s obvious mix of beauty 
and sadness, its spare and tasteful 
arrangements, and its pervasive profes- 
sionalism all keep what might have been a 
real coming-out party from ever getting off 
the ground. That’s what happens when 
authenticity is mistaken for quality, and 
when an artist becomes too rooted in 
revealing herroots. ©

Maybe all oppression runs pretty much the 
same course, but Alan Moore & David 
Lloyd's 1981 graphic novel V for Vendetta sure 
seems prescient today. They didn’t get the 


exact circumstances right, but the method- 


ology of their right-wing takeover of Eng- 
land rings all too true. Induce a state of 
sourceless, endless fear and folks will kiss 
your hand when you take away their civil 
liberties for the illusion of security. By the 
time they realize they’ve surrendered their 
souls, it’s too late 

Moore and Lloyd posed this paradigm in 
a Cold War era and it never came to pass. 
Leave it to the Wachowski Brothers to up- 
date it for the War on Terror, or rather its 
aftermath. It’s the year 2020, and a fascist 
party rules over England, the only country 


to have emerged intact from a vague world- 


wide conflagration sparked by America’s 
Iraq-like adventurism. Various flashbacks 
and “news” broadcasts piece together this 
back story, which includes 9/11-like terror- 
ist attacks and conspiracies and sounds 
more relevant and interesting than the ac- 
tual movie 

Be that as it may, England has prevailed 
as a neo-1984 entity headed by the ubiqui- 
tously telecast if untelegenic Chancellor 
Sutler (John Hurt, who played the protago- 
nist in the movie version of Orwell’s clas- 
sic). With its system of total surveillance 
and police-state tactics, the government 
seems omnipotent. Until, that is, Batman, 
er, Zorro, or rather V (Hugo Weaving), 
makes his explosive appearance. He’s a su- 
perhero armed with daggers and quote- 
laden diatribes against tyranny and clad in 
the mask and cape of Guy Fawkes, doomed 
agent of the 1605 plot to blow up Parlia 
ment. 

Sound familiar? Not really. Does anyone 
remember the Fifth of November, even in 


England? And that grinning Guy Fawkes 
mask, both vapid and hideous, won’t stir 
in American film fans anything except 
uneasiness 

Natalie Portman is a different story. As 
Evey (the “v” alliteration gets tiring), she 
provides the film with a genuine heroine, 
a dynamic character forged into steel. A 
gopher at the government-run TV station, 
she’s rescued from police “fingermen” by V 
and under his tutelage endures a winnow 
ing transformation from frightened, will- 
fully ignorant sheep into existentially 
purged crusader for freedom. Or perhaps 
anarchy. Or maybe just the kind of inde- 
pendence or self-assertion you'd find in a 
Disney animated movie. 

Fortunately, whenever Evey or the audi- 
ence drifts from the message, the Wa- 
chowskis provide V with a wry and witty

Less is Moore 


VENDETTA’S PERILOUS JOURNEY FROM COMICS TO FILM 


NEW YORK -— Natalie Portman says she's 

a big fan of V for Vendetta, the 1980s 
comic by Alan Moore and David Lloyd that is the 
source of her new movie. “The graphic novel is 
practically a storyboard for the movie,” she 
argues at a press junket at a Manhattan hotel 
Ah, but in that “practically” lies a world of wig- 
gle room. On one side is Moore, the ground- 
breaking comics author with legions of devoted 
fans who may boycott the film because he’s dis- 
avowed it for its deviations. On the other side 
are general moviegoers, who might be put off by

tale of terrorism in a fascist future. And in the 
middle are screenwriters Larry and Andy 
Wachowski, who would surely like another

The original tale, of a masked anarchist 
named V and the waifish girl he rescues and in- 
doctrinates, started out in the early '80s as a 
multi-issue comic. “We had this idea of him as 
an urban guerrilla fighting the state,” illustrator 
Lloyd says. “Margaret Thatcher hadn't hit her 
full stride yet. We didn't know how it was going 
to end.” But the series had a long afterlife 
thanks in part to its literary structure. “We actu- 
ally constructed it to work for people who don't 
usually read comics too,” Lloyd continues. “And 
then when DC bought it and collected it into a 
graphic novel, it just kept on going.” Also, it had 
an uncanny prescience about contemporary poli- 
tics and terror fears, including scenes that 
seemed to anticipate last summer's London 
subway bombings, which occurred as the film 
was being edited. “There are tragic events you 
can in no way condone,” says director James 
McTeigue. “But what's interesting about this 
film is that it asks questions about why these 
things happen.” 

Moore is almost as reclusive as the press-shy 
Wachowskis or Thomas Pynchon, whose novel V 
Lloyd cites as an inspiration for Vendetta. Moore 
seldom grants interviews or makes public state- 
ments, except to denounce the film adaptations

“Alan 
would have been happy only with a perfect 
representation. “ 

Short of an hours-long TV mini-series, that 
would have been impossible. Although the film 
does streamline plot and characters in ways that 
should appeal to mainstream audiences, Lloyd 
believes it hasn't dumbed down the story or 
made its politics any less controversial. “| was 
the first person in the comics community who'd 
seen the film and who could say, ‘Look, it's really 
good. Trust me. It's not a perfect screen transla- 
tion, but it’s a great adaptation that’s kept the 
spirit. The integrity and the messages are all 
there from the original. It's like a political car- 
toon in a newspaper because they've had to use 
much broader sweeps than we did. In the graphic 
novel, we had lots of space to tell the story. So 
symbolism is used much more effectively. Once 
the hardened fans get to see it, they'll see that it 
still retains the major portion of the book. | think 
it’s great, and I'm happy to support it.” 

Asked about Moore's objections, Portman 
says, “| have a feeling that all of us made this 
with the greatest respect for the graphic novel. 
He didn't want to be involved in the process, but 
you've got to respect that.”

Some say the movie impulse comes from 
voyeurism, but I think a case could be made 


for sado-masochism, especially after watch- 


ing some of the selections in this year’s 
Boston Underground Film Festival. 

Ann Marie Fleming's perky and perverse 
The French Guy (2005; Brattle March 22 @7 pm 
and March 23 @ 5 pm, with the director 
present at the March 22 screening) opens 
with an extreme close-up of a sutured inci- 
sion. Elizabeth (Baza Chula) has just had 
brain surgery. The hospital needs the bed, 
so she’s handed some pills and a roll of 
gauze and asked to clear out. She returns to 
the apartment she shares with Charles, her 
gay beloved, but since he’s not home, she 
strolls to the beach and brings home a 


struggling musician. Maybe it’s just the 
way Elizabeth tells him that life is beauti- 
ful, or maybe it’s the blood-stained bandage 
on her shaven head that she reveals when 
she pulls off her wig, but he kisses her. 
What happens next is horrific and hilari- 
ous. And then Charles enters with a string 
quartet and things get really strange. 

This one film justifies the entire festival; 
even the décor of the apartment, with its 
large portrait of a plum, marks Fleming as 
an intense talent. But they all can’t be win- 
ners, Bret Wood's Psychopathia Sexualis (2006; 
Brattle March 22 at 9:45 pm), dramatizes 
case studies from Kraft-Ebbing’s monumen- 
tal 19th-century compilation of kinky pas- 
times. Some of the episodes prove affecting, 
but the heavy-handed moralizing against 
Victorian repression and hypocrisy takes the 
fun out of fetishism, necrophilia, and 
bondage and discipline. 

More to the point is Corey Michael Smith- 
son’s Humoresque (2005; HFA March 26 @ 7:30 
pm). No scientific or moral constraints here, 
or much in the way of narrative. A 400-year- 
old Madame, a hobo named Dr. Peacheater, 
a mysterious gender-non-specific shaman

called the Horse Surgeon, and various other 
characters that look like figures in a 
Rorschach test get it on in graphic, abstract- 
ed debauchery that defies Kraft-Ebbing’s cat- 
egories. Smithson’s influences range from 
Guy Maddin to the Keystone Kops, but the 
poop and the feathers are all his own. 

What strikes me most about these films

is their innocence and whimsy. The title 
6'2” Australian woman of Janet 
Merewether’s documentary Jabe Babe: A 
Heightened Life (2005; Brattle March 26 at 7:15 
pm) suffers from Marfan Syndrome, a life 
threatening genetic disorder that causes gi 
gantism. She’s suffered from a lot more as 
well, including a childhood with a crazy 
mother and abusive foster homes that rival 
the made-up stories of “JT LeRoy.” Because 
she didn’t think she'd live beyond the age of 
25 and because she wanted to take control of 
things, she got into the dominatrix busi- 
ness. All this seems poignant rather than 
squalid, partly because of Jabe’s personality, 
partly because of Merewether’s delightful 
staging, which poses Jabe in tiny model cities 
like a 5o-foot woman, or takes the roofs off 
toy houses to reveal tiny TVs on which she 
relates the story of one foster home or the 
other. Medical advances have now made it 
likely that Jabe will enjoy a normal life ex- 
pectancy. So she’s pursuing a normal occu 
pation — in the funeral industry. ©

117 MINUTES | KENDALL SQUARE 
Robert Towne’s labor of love 
pays homage to a mucti-ro- 
manticized literary tradition, 
that of American fiction writ- 
ing of the 1930s. In Towne’s 
adaptation of John Fante’s 
novel, Colin Farrell is a poor 
Italian-American who's occu- 
pying a hotel room in down- 
town Los Angeles and start- 
ing his first novel. A Mexican 
waitress (Salma Hayek) anda 
disfigured Jewish woman (Id- 
ina Menzel) distract the hero 
before ending up as sacrifices 
to his artistic self-discovery. 
Like his CGl-enhanced rendi- 
tion of Depression-era LA, 
Towne’s direction gives off 
warm and fuzzy vibes that 
are all but visible, and his 
good intentions cast a stodgy 
pall. As an LA movie, Ask the 
Dust is far behind Roman 


Polanski’s Chinatown (which 
Towne wrote), and as a study 
of the writer's life, it adds lit- 
tle to the typewriter 
fetishism of Wim Wenders’s 
Hammett and David Cronen- 
berg’s Naked Lunch.

Brooklyn and the bottle 


Donald Margulies from SpeakEasy, Alcoholics Anonymous from New Rep

onald Margulies’s Brooklyn Boy, 
which is receiving a creditable 
Boston premiere production from 
SpeakEasy Stage Company (at the 
BCA’s Calderwood Pavilion 
through April 1), chronicles the identity 
crisis of Eric Weiss (Victor Warren), a Jew- 
ish writer from Sheepshead Bay now 
rounding middle age. His third novel — the 
first drawing on material from his Brook- 
lyn childhood — has made him newly fa- 
mous and has been optioned by a Holly- 
wood studio that’s invited him to adapt the 
screenplay. But his wife (Debra Wise) 
wants a divorce, and his father (David 
Kristin), a difficult, undemonstrative man, 
is dying. The play is structured as a series 
of encounters Weiss has with people who, 
in one way or another, challenge him to 
speak up for his Brooklyn-Jewish legacy or 
throw it over, and since Margulies is a con- 
ventional playwright, we know long before 
Eric seems to how he’ll decide. The senti 
mental curtain line is hardly a surprise 
The issues the play handles are familiar 
from fiction (Philip Roth) and movies (Paul 
Mazursky’s Next Stop, Greenwich Village, 
among others), and Margulies does little 
to vary them. But banality, which isn’t the 
worst flaw in a (mostly) naturalistic dra- 
ma, isn’t as much a problem here as the 
insufficiency of dramatic imagination. Of 
the six characters who interact with Eric, 
only the irascible, tenacious old papa and 
Ira Zimmer (Ken Baltin), the childhood pal 
he meets in the cafeteria of the hospital 
where their parents are ensconced, have 
been fleshed out. Wife Nina is less a char- 
acter than a series of positions, and 
though Wise works hard, there’s nothing 
in the material to galvanize them. We nev- 
er get a glimpse of what drew these two 
people together in the first place, or why 
he’s striving so hard to keep her from 
walking away, unless it’s just that he 
can’t conceive any other way of living his 
life. In the second act, Eric flies out to 
Hollywood on a book tour and picks up a 
UCLA undergrad (Joy Lamberton) who 
comes to hear him read; then he takes a 
meeting with a producer (Ellen Colton) to 
get notes on his screenplay and a hot 
young TV star (Brad Smith) eager to play 
the lead. These scenes are burlesques, so 
over the top — especially the studio meet- 
ing — that they seer to exist only to remind 
us that the Brooklyn boy has no business 
traveling so far from home. Lamberton 
plays against caricature as much as she 
can, and though you may not be able to 
make sense of her role, at least she stays 
with you. I didn’t buy the other two West 
Coast representatives for an instant. 
As for Eric, never having read the play

or seen any other production, I couldn’t 
determine how much of the problem with 
the character is in the writing and how 
much is the result of errors by Warren and 
director Adam Zahler. He’s notably lacking 
in warmth, except when he’s fighting to 
get Nina to take him back. Yes, the play is 
about a man who has imposed an emo- 
tional distance between himself and his 
past, but he’s also just written an autobio- 
graphical novel, and his interactions with 
Ira and the college student, Alison, would 
be more complex and interesting if he did- 
n’t come across as so damn unyielding — if 
he fought his own impulses more rather 
than closing down so early and then clos 
ing down over and over again. Ira is sucha 
wonderful character — and Baltin gives 
such a marvelous performance — that he 
winds up telling on Eric in ways that Mar 
gulies probably didn’t intend. This man 
wears all his feelings on his sleeve: tremu 
lous delight at seeing Eric again, anger 
and jealousy over his abandonment, re- 
sentment at the way his own life has 
turned out, pride at being associated with 
a famous writer and his popular book, au- 
thentic concern over his friend’s problems. 
He pushes himself onto Eric; he’s too 
much — you certainly understand why Eric 
turns down his invitation to Shabbas din- 
ner. But if Eric found it harder to resist the 


cozy flavor of home Ira holds out, I think 
I'd have more feeling for him than I did 

At least Brooklyn Boy has characters you 
can debate about. Bill W. and Dr. Bob, at the 
New Repertory Theatre’s new Arsenal Cen 
ter digs (through March 26), has mouth 
pieces. This play by the husband-and-wife 
team of Stephen Bergman and Janet Surrey 
dramatizes the beginnings of Alcoholics 
Anonymous in the mid 1930s, when Bill 
Wilson (Robert Krakovski), a New York 
stockbroker struggling to hold onto his re 
cent sobriety, joins forces with Bob Smith 
(Patrick Husted), an Akron doctor who’s 
battled every attempt of his wife and her 
church friends to get him on the wagon 
Except that Bergman and Surrey don’t 
dramatize the story; they just lay it out, 
in a series of episodes that make their ob 
vious points and then keep going 

Here’s an example. In the middle of act 
two, Bob’s wife (Kathleen Doyle) and Bill’s 
wife (Rachel Harker) get the wife of a third 
alcoholic whom Bill W. and Dr. Bob are 
trying to enlist in their crusade — drunks 
helping one another stay sober — to open 
up about her experiences. At one point 
Anne Smith admits that it’s the first time 
in 20 years of marriage she’s had so per- 
sonal a conversation with another woman. 
If Bergman and Surrey had a sense of dra- 
matic structure, they’d recognize that the 


scene has just reached the end of its arc 


and that we know what’s coming: the 
women will begin Al-Anon). Instead, the 
women go on talking for another seven or 
eight minutes, repeating the ideas the au 
dience has already comprehended. That’ 
why Bill W. and Dr. Bob is unconscionably 
long (over two and a half hours) for a play 
with so few dramatic ideas and no real 
characters

Get Smart 


The Huntington’s The Hopper Collection

Edward Hopper meets Edward Albee 

in The Hopper Collection, a flawed but 
intriguing new play by Mat Smart that’s 
receiving its East Coast premiere from the 
Huntington Theatre Company (at Boston 
University Theatre through April 2). The 
set-up is pure Albee: the wife of a vitriolic 
older couple has invited a younger pair 
over for the evening. Marjorie, however, 
is a maniacally ditzy elderly beauty who 
was the inspiration for the swimsuit-clad 
damsel of Hopper’s smoky 1947 painting 
Summer Evening. Daniel, a rich and besot- 
ted art dealer, has spent what he likens 
to the cost of the Dallas Cowboys to buy 
her the painting. Still, she hates him and 
apparently makes a game of ineptly at- 
tempting to kill him. The pair live in fab- 
ulously appointed isolation, each occupy- 
ing one side of an art-filled contemporary 
aerie (gorgeously and chunkily designed 
for the Huntington by Adam Stock- 
hausen) and coming together only ina 
stark living room dominated by the back- 
ward-facing canvas Marjorie has never 
broken free of. The play spends 90 alter- 
nately acerb and touching minutes rip- 
ping her off that post-war porch. 

Smart is a twentysomething writer of 
obvious talent who spent 15 years playing 
piano — which may be why his work un- 
folds musically (observing the Unities!) 
rather than in the blackout-sketch form 
typical of his generation. The Hopper Collec- 
tion, though blither and less operatic, is 
self-consciously derivative of Who's Afraid of 
Virginia Woolf? But rather than depicting 
Daniel and Marjorie duking it out to the 
death of illusion, Smart makes Daniel an 
ex-amateur boxer who uses his parlor 
pugilism like an aphrodisiac, shadow- 
punching in an attempt to seduce his wife. 
She has eyes only for Hopper, whom she 
met once, briefly, when the painter was 65. 

If we respect the play’s time line, Mar- 
jorie would have to be over 75. At the 


Huntington, she is superbly played, with a 
mix of regal charm and instability, by stat- 
uesque Leslie Lyles, her long legs planted 
no farther up the age scale than the middie 
years. Ditto Bruce McKenzie, whose 
scathing, wiry Daniel looks about So. It’s 
hard to know how some latter-day Cronyns 
might alter the play’s dynamic. Would the 
cat-and-mouse love-hate play-acting seem 
ludicrous or just sadder? And though the 
premise is plausible (Summer Evening is in 
private hands), its ending, albeit a break- 
through for the couple, is a bit horrifying. 

Smart also seems less sure in his han- 
dling of younger couple Edward and Sarah, 
whose free-floating loneliness (and coming 
together in an all-night coffee shop remi- 
niscent of Nighthawks) forms a contemporary 
riff on Hopper. Edward has written Mar- 
jorie asking to view the painting. His ticket 
in: he’s dying of a brain tumor and the girl- 
friend he can’t forget has sent him a blank 
postcard with Summer Evening on the front. 
He hopes bringing her to see the painting 
will unlock her message. Yet Sarah (Therese 
Barbato), who arrives late, is not what she 
seems. Edward, like Marjorie, does not re- 
capture the moment with which he has 
come to identify Hopper’s painting. But ap- 
parently that doesn’t mean there’s nothing 
to do on one’s deathbed but die. 

Under Daniel Aukin’s direction, the pol- 
ished Huntington production captures both 
the barbed sophistication of the warring 
Daniel and Marjorie and the innocence at the 
heart of the play, whether that’s impres- 
sionable Marjorie being sexually flash-frozen 
in 1947 or the moribund Edward, who in 
Brian Leahy’s portrayal approaches the 
grave with a comical, open-faced and open- 
hearted naiveté reminiscent more of Beaver 
in extremis than Bette Davis in Dark Victory. 
There’s considerable promise in The Hopper 
Collection, which takes a painting that 
would seem to contain a story and gives it 
a clever, slightly absurdist sequel. ©

Given the strides that women have made

Boston Ballet’s La Fille Mal Gardée

La Fille Mal Gardée (1789) leads off Cyril 
Beaumont’s indispensable 1000 

page reference to the first 150 years of Euro 
pean ballet. Like many classic works that 
followed it, La Fille survived till Beaumont’s 
time by way of successive reworkings, each 
preserving elements of previous produc 
tions and inserting new ideas. Beaumont’s 
1938 libretto sounds quite authentic, 
though no one by that time could have 
known exactly what the original Jean 
Dauberval ballet looked like 

In fact, the Fille we recognize now as the 
real thing is quite modern. Frederick Ash 
ton choreographed it in 1960 for the Royal 
Ballet, and one of its greatest interpreters, 
Alexander Grant, supervised the staging 
that returned to Boston Ballet last week 
after a three-year absence

The corps of farmer friends form the 
usual lines and background framing for 
the principal dancers, but they also pro- 
duce important group designs and circle- 
dance romps. They dance for one another 
and with one another, not solely for the 
audience. Ashton’s ingenious choreogra 
phy requires real cooperation. 

The men dance around in a ring, bonk 
ing sticks together in precise rhythm. The 
women construct pinwheels, geometrics, 
and a pony cart with pink satin ribbons. 
They all celebrate around a Maypole, weav- 
ing a mesh at the top of the pole with the 
ribbons they hold. Four women back up 
the Widow Simone’s clog dance with a col 
lective call-and-response pattern. By the 
time they all rollick away singing at the 
end, you're convinced they must have been 
having as much fun as you have for the 
past two hours. 

The other part of what makes Fille a chal- 
lenge is the character work, and here I 
thought things were less believable. Most of 
the principals in the two casts I saw seemed 
to be working with studied eccentricity but 
little through-relationship to the plot. As 
Lise, Lorna Feijéo fired off a battery of ex- 
pressions as formidable as her dancing, but 
she overpowered Nelson Madrigal, her Colas, 
in both categories. Misa Kuranaga mustered 
one charming smile after another but never 
appeared to be in love with Reyneris Reyes. 

Christopher Budzynski played the drag 
role of the Widow Simone more modestly 
than Viktor Plotnikov, but neither one of 
them seemed to have decided whether he 
was playing a mean social climber or a softie. 
And both Joel Prouty and Jared Redick, as 
Alain the nitwit suitor, danced with fabulous

roundbreaking takes on new 

meaning when it’s applied to 

the work of Kate Ericson and Mel 

Ziegler, the subjects of an impor- 

tant new show at MIT’s List Cen- 
ter. In the course of their career they 
busted sidewalks, lifted stones from 
Mount Rushmore, suspended the lawn of 
a Los Angeles home onto a scaffold, and 
extended a stone wall into the living 
space of a residence in suburban Hous- 
ton. They met as undergraduates. Eric- 
son was studying painting at the Kansas 
City Art Institute; Ziegler was a sculpture 
student at the Rhode Island School of De- 
sign — until he transferred to Kansas 
City in 1977. Beginning with their thesis 
show, which paired Ericson’s coal chutes 
with Ziegler’s corrugated aluminum 
walls (Coal Chutes and Wall Piece, 1978), the 
two embarked on collaborative career 
hopscotching the United States. (Ericson 
died of cancer in 1995, age 39.) They cre- 
ated 19 large-scale public works, numer- 
ous museum and gallery projects, and an 
untold number of independent objects. 
So why have so few heard of this couple 
who made monumental imprints on 
such cities as Washington, Seattle, 
Chicago, and Philadelphia? 

Part of the answer lies in their self- 
effacing, egalitarian esthetic. The two 
were committed to public art projects 
that materially benefitted communities 
or individuals, projects that once com- 
pleted were frequently intended to disap- 
pear. Loaded Text stirred controversy and 
Durham, North Carolina, in the summer 
of 1989, when the artists capitalized on 
the confluence of the issuing of the 
Downtown Durham Revitalization Plan 
and a four-day public-art conference. 
Having learned that only two copies of 
the plan were available to the public, the 
couple decided to write out the entire 65- 
* page text on a spread of badly broken 
sidewalk outside the Durham post office. 
After a few days, and at their own 


expense, they hired a contractor to re- 
move the dilapidated, inscribed sidewalk 
(which filled four dumptrucks that were 
parked in front of the Durham Arts Coun- 
cil for the duration of the public-art con 
ference) and replace it with new cement 
To complete the project, the dumptrucks 
deposited their debris by a nearby stream, 
where the artists used it to shore up erod 
ing banks. In an interview in this show’s 
lucid and illuminating catalogue, Ziegler 
says, “It disappeared in an interesting 
way — we got to do an artwork, the peo- 
ple got a new sidewalk, there was a place 
where the erosion was being stopped be- 
cause of the rubble; there were no loose 
ends.” Imagine: art meets public policy 
meets urban renewal meets conservation. 

Many Ericson-Ziegler collaborations 
disappeared in interesting ways. House 
Monument (1986) comprised more than 
1300 pieces of plywood and two-by-fours 
— enough to build an actual house — 
that were inscribed with language that 
reflected on the meaning of house and 
home. (One sheet quoted Nathaniel 
Hawthorne: “What we call real estate — 
the solid ground to build a house on — is 
the broad foundation on which nearly all 
the guilt of the world rests.”) After being 
exhibited at the Los Angeles Institute of 
Contemporary Art, the lumber was sold 
at half price to a family in Costa Mesa, 
California, to build a new home. The one 
stipulation: none of the language on any 
of the wood was to be visible. In College 
Ivy, the construction cost of every build- 
ing at San Diego State University was dis- 
played in large, white numerals in front 
of each building, as if the entire campus 
were on the auction block for a brief 
period in 1989. 

This brand of public art was not your 
standard bronze homage to a great figure 
or decimated multitudes, and neither did 
it belong to the category of breezy, ab- 
stract, site-specific installations that 
temporarily punctuate public spaces. 
Melding the conceptual and political, it 
was rooted in a specific, time-bound, so- 
cial moment with no particular regard 
for creating a lasting object. This is a 
problem for museum presentation. Most 
of what Ericson and Ziegler did no longer 
exists, no film footage re-creates their 
process, and what does exist no longer 
belongs to the circumstances that gave 
rise to its creation. In his catalogue

In other words, as 
far as the actual ex- 
hibit is concerned, 
there’s not a lot to see, and what there is 
is often not all that riveting. A doll 
house-sized maquette stands in for 
Camouflaged History, for which Ericson and 
Ziegler enlisted Army specialists to create 
the camouflage patterning painted ona 
private home in Charleston, South Car- 
olina, in 1991. On the other hand, noth- 
ing but documentary photos remain of 
Signature Piece, in which the signatures of 
manufacturing plant workers were 
placed around the Museum of Modern 
Art in New York to identify the products 
of their labor. 

But despite the absence of visual stim- 
uli, “America Starts Here” is something 
of a must-see, or rather, a must-read in 
the form of the wall texts and the cata- 
logue. If you expect to be visually en- 
gaged, you'll be disappointed. But if you 
regard the show as necessarily more elu- 
sive and renegade, an extension of the 
catalogue as our only means of recaptur- 
ing this couple’s evanescent art, the re- 
wards, subtle and cerebral and, yes, 
moral, are many. 

The 16 34x18-inch feed and seed bags 
from one Heisey farm (Feed and Seed, 1990) 
that appear under etched plexiglass 
aren’t thrilling to behold, even though 
they sport the boldest colors in the 
artists’ otherwise muted palette. What is 
thrilling is the reason they’re on display. 
Ericson and Ziegler paid for 10 percent of

the participating farmers’ seed in ex- 
change for the empty bags. As the bags 
were sold (once framed, they became 
art), the profits contributed to paying for 
the remaining 90 percent of the seed. 
The “art” here has less to do with the 
framed paper bags and more to do with 
the economic undertaking of subsidizing 
small farmers 

Similarly, the mass-manufactured 
leaf-shaped cocoa mats stenciled with 
“quercus alba” (Latin for “white oak”) 
and the broken, polyurethaned garden 
tools mounted on a nearby wall do little 
to make the eyes widen, yet the stories 
behind Hollow Oak Our Place Is (1989) and 
Give and Take (1986) prove captivating and 
humbling. The welcome mats were made 
in response to the displacement of an al- 
ternative art space in Hartford by a real- 
estate firm, the Oak Leaf Development 
corporation. The mats were modeled af- 
ter the leaves of the legendary Charter 
Oak, under which Connecticut’s charter 
lay hidden when King Charles II tried to 
dissolve the fledgling colony in 1687, and 
the money from their sale helped pay for 
the relocation of the art space. The de- 
funct garden tools belonged to groups of 
laborers who maintain New York's Cen- 
tral Park; when the broken shovels and 
rakes and clippers were sold as art, a por- 
tion of the profit went back for the pur 
chasing of new tools. ©

In real life, the Victorian Fall River home where Lizzie 

Borden's stepmother and father were found hacked to 
death on August 4, 1892, is now the Lizzie Borden Bed and 
Breakfast — you can even book a stay in the room where Abby 
Borden was murdered, then enjoy a breakfast similar to the 
one the Bordens likely ate on the morning before the murders 
including bananas, johnny cakes, and sugar cookies. Lizzie, 
who was in fact acquitted of the crime (though she's perma- 
nently linked to it in popular imagination), and her hideous 
tale provide a spooky point of departure for LA-based artist 
Goody-B. Wiseman, whose interest in stories of loss and los- 
ers has led her to create morbid and humorous works includ- 
ing a subtitled film hinting at an abusive relationship between 
stuffed animals 

In “GOODY-B. WISEMAN: | LOVE YOU MORE THAN LIFE 

(AND THAT'S NOT SAYING MUCH),” which opens at South 


Boston's new Second Gallery on March 25, the 
artist creates a scene of divine Victorian ele 
gance and decrepitude, a mysterious drawing 
room that's been abandoned. with only its 
ghosts left. A love letter to Ms. Borden in the 
forrn of a film addresses sex, violence, and the 
occult. Second Gallery pairs this with a new 
project by “ALEXANDRE SINGH: A THOUSAND 
AND ONE KNIGHTS OF THE ROUND TABLE OF 
KNOTTINGHAM.” The New York-based artist's 
installation involves a 20-minute animated 
video that explores myths of modernism and 
formalism (with Yves Klein as a jungle shaman 
and Kurt Schwitters as an inventor lost in a 
maze of his own creation), all viewed in an elab- 
orate sculptural arrangement of consumer and 
building materiais like carpeting, Pepsi bottles, 
and plywood — you'll feel right at home 
If eyes are the window to the soul, hands 
are surely the path back out, our road to con 
nection and expression. We use our own hands 
and scrutinize everyone else's, to convey or 
comprehend innumerable conscious and un- 
conscious messages. “FETISH GESTURE,” 
which opens at GASP on March 24, includes 
work by seven artists (including the show's cu 
rator, Ben Sloat) in which such gestures play a 
central role. Hands are captured in the evoca 
tive act of offering food in Amy Montali’s pho 
tographs, for example, and seen by implication 
in the outlines that Jowhara AlSaud draws onto 
the negatives of her photographs 
The fine hand of illustrator Tomi Ungerer 
is the subject of a free gallery talk by curator 
Stephanie Molinard at the Boston Public Li 
brary on March 18. Organized by the Boston/ 
Strasbourg Sister City Association and up through March 31 
“THE HUMAN COMEDY: DRAWINGS AND POSTERS BY TOMI 
UNGERER” exhibits some 60 works. Ungerer is best known 
for his children’s books; the BPL showcases the wonderful 
political cartoons and posters that reflect his concern for

Doomed romance 


Or, the spy who loved her

Graham Greene and John le Carré have 
long cornered the market on tales of gray, 
dour espionage mandarins who, with in- 
evitably tragic results, feel their lives revi- 
talized by a taste of romantic love. So it’s 
no wonder that Creene called Benjamin 
Tammuz’s novel Minotaur “the best of the 
year” when it was published in 1989. The 
Russian-born Tammuz immigrated to 
Palestine when he was five, working as a 
diplomat, sculptor, and literary editor of 
the newspaper Ha’aretz before dying the 
year Minotaur appeared. 

Minotaur is the story of an Israeli agent 
who on his qist birthday sees an English 
girl of 17 and falls in love with her. His 
courtship — and that formal word describes 
the way he woos her — is entirely episto- 
lary. He sends his Thea letters spilling out 
his longing, his conviction that she is the 
salvation he missed. When words fail him, 
he sends his favorite recordings of Mozart. 
Thea responds with letters of her own, 
trusting that they will find him (the name 
he instructs her to send them to is “Mr. 
Franz Kafka”), wondering what his long si- 
lences mean, journeying from her native

accords his prose the kind of sen- 
suousness you don't find in John 
le Carré or Graham Greene. 


England to teach in Spain. 

If the doomed atmosphere that hovers 
over the romances in Greene and le Carré 
is present in Minotaur, so is a flavor that 
can only be described as more continen- 
tal (Greene’s Englishmen abroad, or in 
England, never gave the impression of 
seeing very much around them), and 
prose more sensuous than fits into the 
schemes of those two writers. There are 
passages in Minotaur where the abandon 
of sensuousness comes close to dispelling 
the oppressiveness of melancholia. From 
one of the agent’s early letters: 

I dreamed about you last night. I was 
standing alone on a balcony and you ap- 

peared in the doorway, looked at me, and 

smiled. Then you came toward me. You did- 

n’t really walk but float through the air till 

you reached my side. You didn’t embrace me 

or reach out to me but lean slightly toward 

me and kiss me on the lips; I burst into tears, 

and you smiled and said, “I belong to you. 

Take me.” I said, “How can I take you?” 

And you said, “In the air. Take me in the air.” 

This passage reveals the other 
influence on Tammuz in Minotaur: Lolita, 
with its essential chasteness. The sinister 
fumblings of Humbert that his “Lo” both 
resists and gives into is, for both Nabokov 
and his protagonist, the most transitory 
part of their relationship, something that 
brings Humbert and Lo wretchedness. At 
the end of the novel, Humbert is talking 
of “aurochs and angels,” convinced this is 

the only immortality he and his 
Lolita can share. 

Tammuz operates in a less 
rarefied version of this realm. 
The ardor he writes of is the ar- 
dor of devotion and not physical- 
ity. (You could say the same 
about the American novel that is 
the truest descendant of Lolita, 
Marc Behm ’s The Eye of the 
Beholder, which may owe just as 
much to Dashiell Hammett’s Red 
Harvest, though it just about 
quintuples the number of that 
novel’s corpses.) The book oper- 
ates in sections told from the 
characters’ different points of 
view, allowing the agent, Thea, 
and the man who will sunder 
them to assume center stage. 
But the purely mental and spiri- 
tual connection between these 
two lovers operating sometimes 
thousands of miles apart is the 
guts of the book. At the end you 
have the sensation of having 
read something both exquisitely 
controlled and unutterably sad 
— as if the sadness had finally 
overwhelmed even Tammuz’s 
clockwork design. ©

Norrington has actually spent decades 
trying to develop the sound that sound, 
starting with the London Classical Players 
The absence of continuous vibrato is only 

ye aspect of it. There’s seating. Pre-2oth 
century composers wrote conversations for 
the first and second violins, and so orches 
tras sat with the violins deployed an 
tiphonally, firsts on the conductor’s left, 
seconds on his right. In the 20th century, 
orchestras began to sit with the seconds 
next to the firsts so that they also faced the 
audience; the result was more brilliant but 
less transparent and less true. Some current 
conductors have returned to the traditional 
seating, among them Simon Rattle, who 
leads the Berlin Philharmonic, and James 
Levine, music director of both the Metropol 
itan Opera and the Boston Symphony Or 
chestra. Norrington’s Stuttgart players “also 
of course sit as Mahler intended, with first 
and second violins opposite each other, and 
double basses in a line behind the wind.” 

Then there are the instruments. In his 
note to EMI's 1989 release of the London 
Classical Players’ Symphonie fantastique, Nor 
rington argues that “using early-1gth-cen 
tury instruments for Berlioz turns out to be 
almost as revolutionary as using late 
Baroque ones for Bach.” That includes a cor 
anglais made by the man “who almost cer 
tainly played in the first performance” of 
the Fantastique, small 1830s Erard harps, old- 
fashioned valveless trumpets, narrow-bore

Good vibrations?

hought that new ways of 

playing and of imagining the works of 
the 18th and 19th centuries could only be 
done with original instruments. Nowa 
days I realise that almost everything we 
did then can be done with a clever orches 
tra that plays on so-called modern instru- 
ments 

Period performance without period in- 
struments? Not according to Nikolaus 
Harnoncourt. In the note to his 1997 Teldec 
recording of Bruckner’s Fourth Symphony 
with the Amsterdam Concertgebouw, he 
writes, “The woodwind choir — flute, oboe, 
clarinet, bassoon — is supposed to be able to 
hold its own in the face of the battery of 
three trumpets, four horns, three trom 
bones, and tuba. With modern instruments 
this is completely impossible.” Philippe Her 
reweghe goes farther in his 2004 recording 
of Bruckner’s Seventh Symphony with the 
Orchestre des Champs-Elysées for Har 
monia Mundi: “The use of gut strings 
makes it possible to achieve a natural 
balance with the slightly less powerful 
wind instruments.” 

Herreweghe’s model liner note tells 
us what instruments he’s using (just 44 
strings) and how old they are. Harnon 
court doesn’t mention his strings, and 
though all his performances are in- 
formed by period practice, the notes to 
his Bruckner Seventh and Ninth with the 
Vienna Philharmonic and Eighth with the 
Berlin Philharmonic say nothing about vi- 
brato or instrumentation. Herreweghe and 
Norrington can do what they like with the 
specialty ensembles they’ve developed, 
and it’s to Harnoncourt’s credit that he was 
able to persuade the Concertgebouw wind 
and brass sections to perform on period in- 
struments, but you can hardly expect the 
world’s major orchestras to play without vi- 
brato or use rotary-valve trumpets and nar- 
row-bore trombones on a regular basis. 

Then again, 30 years ago, no one ex- 
pected the world’s major orchestras to re- 
turn to antiphonal violin seating. And the 
Bruckner of Herreweghe and Harnoncourt

is a call to the barricades. No strident, neu- 


rotic brass; no soupy, saccharine strings; 
no hysterical tempi; no religious-fanatic 
idiot savant with obsessive-compulsive 
disorder. Instead, Bruckner as the heir to 
Schubert, his unusual compositional logic 
— building blocks rather than transitions 
— deriving from the organ (his instru- 
ment) rather than the strings, his last 
three symphonies clear-eyed essays on 


faith, doubt, and death. 

Norrington is more radical still; the 
Stuttgart RSO plays like an opera star 
singing pop music with hardly any vibra 
to, and the result has more, well, pop. 
Without all that sawing on the strings, 
tempi are quicker; it becomes clear why 
most of the timings recorded for i9th-cen- 
tury concerts are faster than the ones we’re 
used to. Textures are clearer, cleaner, less 
string-heavy; a whole new world of coun- 
terpoint transpires. Phrasing is more co- 
gent — imagine a Parsifal that swings. 

Except, the music can’t swing if the 
conductor doesn’t. Someone should have 
given Norrington a Berlioz score without 
bar lines, or else Otto Klemperer’s ’60s 
Philharmonia recording: his new Fantas- 


tique, like his old one, is square where it 
needs to curve and insinuate. It’s full of 
enlightening moments, like the crys- 
talline thunder at the end of the “Scéne 
aux champs,” but also some battering per 
cussion — did 19th-century practice really 
call for such tight, hard drumheads? 

More revelatory is the 2004 Hanssler 
Classic disc on which Norrington and the 
Stuttgarters perform the half-hour suite of 

symphonic excerpts from Parsifal arranged 
by Erich Leinsdorf and Tchaikovsky’s 
Pathétique. Scrubbed clean of not only vibrato 
but also the traditional fraught per- 
formance style, Wagner’s sacred music 
drama emerges luminous and lambent, 
singing rather than intoning. Occasion- 
ally the baby gets tossed out with the 
bath water: surely Wagner didn’t mean 
the Vorspiel’s trumpet-and-horn fanfare 
to sound perfunctory. Norrington’s 

Pathétique is plainspun, almost pedestri- 

an, without histrionics in the outer 
movements or menace in the march, 
earnest music that sounds as if it could 
use some hype. 

One Norrington moment that could 
start a revolution is the beginning of the 
parody funeral march from the Mahler 
First. Inspired by a woodcut in which for- 
est animals parade with the bier of a 
hunter, the movement is based on the Ger- 

man folk song “Bruder Martin” (“Frére 
Jacques” in a minor key). It’s usually taken 
at a funereal pace, as if there were some 
cosmic wisdom to be gleaned from the 
tune. At Norrington’s zippy 82 bpm, how- 
ever, those opening bars sound as if 
Mahler were making fun of classical mu- 
sic — as in fact he was. Suddenly it be- 
comes clear why the audience at the 1889 
Budapest premiere was so annoyed. 
Mahler’s sound picture, more complex 
than Tchaikovsky’s, benefits from Nor- 
rington’s polo-pony strings; you can real- 
ly hear the allusion to Schubert’s Das schine 
Millerin and the obsessive ostinati in the 
first movement. Taken from two live 2004 
concerts, the recording includes the Blu- 
mine movement that Mahler deleted from 
the symphony; Norrington underscores its 
thematic links with the other movements, 
and if it seems to anticipate Sigmund 
Romberg, well, in this performance so 
does the rest of the work. 

Like the Parsifal suite, the symphony is 
at times scrubbed too clean; it could have 
more weight without forfeiting its no-vi- 
brato birthright. But imagine Mahler 
that’s as bright and vibrant as Michelange- 
lo’s restored Sistine Chapel ceiling. 
Hanssler has Norrington’s Fourth and 
Fifth on the way. Maybe they’ll make 
classical music popular again. ©

GOOD? SURE. AUTHENTIC? NOT SO MUCH. 


The first thing that struck 
me on both visits was that 
the background music 
was Brazilian. It shifts to 
salsa and some Mexican 
pop, but Brazilian seems 
weird. 

The chips are reason- 
ably fresh and the salsa is 
entirely fresh and has 
cilantro. The old system 
for rating Mexican restau- 
rants was whether or not 
there was fresh cilantro in 
the basic salsa. It was a 
binary rating system. 
Zécalo has plenty of fresh 
cilantro, although winter 
cilantro is only somewhat 
better than winter toma 
toes and not as fine as 
winter basil. 

Several dishes and 
drinks are very good, but 
others, especially among 
the regional specialties, 
are quite far from authen- 
tic, and therefore unsatis 
factory. Because Zécalo’s 
location, the former 
Istanbul Café, is a very 
nice restaurant space, 
you can have a wonderful 
evening here by ordering carefully. 

Your best bet on an appetizer is proba- 
bly the “Guacamole en Molcajete” 
($8.50), which is made fresh tableside on 
a cart and presented in its own black-lava 
mortar (ours was in the shape of a pig). 
Freshness trumps a lot with guacamole, 
and we inhaled every bit with the very 
good white-corn tortillas provided. The 
tamal ($4.95) might work with optional 
green sauce. We had it with mole, which 
was unusually light-colored and sweet, 
so you could actually taste the chocolate; 
it was as though it were milk chocolate 
instead of bitter chocolate. Scrape it off, 
and you have a fine banana-leaf tamale, 
Yucatecan-style, with a spicy filling of 
chicken (option: vegetables). 

For something closer to a Tex-Mex 
taste, Tinga Poblana ($5.95) does the 
three-tostada arrangement with a top- 
ping of spicy shredded pork and cheese 
on the salad, salsa, and sauce. Pozole 
($5) is here in the Guadalajaran style fa- 
miliar from most of the Boston Mexican 
restaurants actually owned by Mexicans: 
a soupy stew of pork and large grains of 
hominy corn that is hotter and redder 
than the green-chili version of the Amer- 
ican Southwest 

There is plenty for vegetarians, and 
the tostada de nopales ($5.95) makes rea 
sonable use of pickled cactus-leaf shreds 
on three corn tostadas. The heaps of sal- 
ad, cheese, sauce, and salsa make these 
too large for one or two bites, and soa

little awkward and dangerous to eat by 
hand. Not for first or second dates, 
amigos. Ensalada al Carbon ($5.50) isa 
more-normaily arranged salad topped 
with a few grilled vegetables: eggplant, 
squash, zucchini, and fine-sliced carrot. 
The lime vinaigrette is quite good. 

Our favorite entrees on both visits 
were variations of fried stuffed poblano 
peppers ($14.95) from a special-menu in- 
sert. The key here is the lovely frying of 
these large, mild chilies, which have just 
a little bite, and the savory fillings of 
pork, mushrooms, cheese, and such. Al 
most all dinners come with a lot of yel- 
low rice and black beans. The rice is a lit 
tle dry — I always remember the words of 
my Puerto Rican friend Estella Carion 
when describing her year living in Mexi 
co: “The Mexicans don’t know how to 
make rice at all” — but the beans are 
excellent 

You can get many of the same flavors 
quite satisfactorily in burritos, enchiladas, 
or quesadillas — all with vegetarian op- 
tions as well. Our vegetarian guest did a 
create-your-own quesadilla ($6.95 one add- 
in/$8.25 for two), specifying pinto beans. 
With some fresh pico de gallo (rough 
chopped salsa here) and guacamole, it was 
a delightful if predictable platter 

However, getting into more-authentic 
dishes was somewhat discouraging. 
Legumbres en pipian ($10.95) was a veg 
etable stew of the same mixture as the
